nence were unproportionable to and incom- - 
patible with a Democracy or popular Govern» * 
ment, and grown to be.a grievance not to 
be_indured in a free State. Further 7e/e- 
clides ſairh that the Athenians had betray'd 
and furrender'd up to him both the Cuſtoms 
and Impoſts of their ſubject Cities and the 
Cities themſelves, ſo as to bind up fotne 
andto let looſe others ; and Stone Walls, to 
build up what he pleasd andagain to throw 
them down ; Leagues of Alliance, the inte- 
reft and ſtrength of the Nation; their peace, 
and:their wealth and good fortune. 

Nor was all this the buſinefs of a lucky 
hit by ſome emergent occaſion, nor was 1t 
the vigorous height and propitious favour 
of a State-management that flouriſhd for a - 
ſeaſon; but having for forty years together 
bore the bell away among ſuch brave Stateſ- 
men, as Fphialtes and Leocrates and i

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nides and Cimoy and Tolmides and Thucydi- 
des were, he after the overthrow and ba- 
niſhment of '7hucydides kept up his head 
ft for no lefs than' fifteen years longer, 
and having getten 2 place of command and 
power, which was but one-among the an- 
nual Magiftracies (or Offices and places of 
Truſt, to which there was a new Ele&ion 
every year) he preſerv'd himſelf free and 
unprevaiFd upon as to money or bribes.

ving and ſecuring of what they had already 
gotten, ſuppoſing it would be a conſiderable 
buſineſs it they could keep the Lacedemoni- 
ans under, or at leaſt in good order, he ha- 
ving all along a particular peek at them, 


which as upon many other occaſions, ſo he 


particularly ſhew'd by what he did in the 
tume of the Holy War.

gone with an Army to the City Delphz res 
itored 4polo's Temple, which the Phocians 
had: got into their poſſeſſion, to the De/phi- 
ans again, immedately - after their. depar- 
ture, Pericles coming with another Army .

Pericles, as ſoon as news was brought 
him of the difaſter that had befaln his Ar- 
my, made all the haſte he could to come 
in to their relief, and having got the better 
of Meliſſus, who bore up againſt him, and 
having put the Enemies to flight, he pre-

with fear at the very thoughts of it, did 
for the molt part keep cloſe within door, 
having two of his Servants to hold a bra- 
zen Shield over his Head, that nothing 
might fall upon him from above ; and it 
he were at any time forced upon neceſſity 
to go abroad, that he was carried about in 
a Pallankeen or little hanging Bed, cloſe to 
the very ground almoſt, and that for this 
reaſon he was called Periphoretus. 

In the ninth month the Samzans ſurren- 
dring themſelves and delivering up the 
Town, Pericles pulld down their Walls, 
and ſeisd their Shipping, and ſet a Fine of 
a great ſum of money upon them ; part of 
which they paid down upon the nail, and 
the reſt they agreed to bring in by a certain 
time and gave Hoſtages for ſecurity. 

Now Dur the Samian makes a Tragical 
outcry of this Story, charging the Athenz- 
ans and Pericles with a great deal of cruel- 
ty, which neither Thacydides, nor Ephorus, 
nor Ar:/totle hath given any relation of : 
(but it is likely enough that that Authour 
had little regard to truth in his ſo doing; ) 
as how that he brought the Captains of the 
Galleys and the Sea-men into the Market- 
Place at Mzletum, and there having bound 
them faſt to Boards for ten days, he then 
gave order to have them, poor dy 

| who 
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who were already as good as half dead, to 
be kill'd by beatzog out their Brains with 
Clubs, and their dead Bodies to be flung 
out into the open Streets and Fields unbu- 
ried. 

But as for Duris, he being one, who even And is cenſu- 
where he hath no private concern of his !*4 for it. 
own, 15s not wont to keep his hiſtorical ac- 
counts he gives within the compaſs of truth, 
it is the more likely that upon this occaſion 
he hath aggravated .the calamities which 
betell his Country, on purpoſe to draw an 
odium upon the Athenians. 

Perxcles, after the overthrow of Samos, Pericles 
as ſoon as he returned back to AFhexs, he on 
taok care that thoſe who died in the War 7jal of his 
ſhould be honourably buried, and made ad. 
ſuch a Funeral Harangue, as the cuſtom is, 
in their commendation at their Graves and

to take into their protection and alliance 
an Iſland fo ſtrengthened, as chat was, with 
naval power ; ſeeing that the Pe/oponneſtans 
were already, more than ever, made Ene- 
mies againſt them. 

The Commons readily conſenting to the 
motion, and voting an aid and ſuccour for 
them, he diſpatch'd away Laced&monius, 
Cimon's Son, having onely ten Ships along 
with him, as it were out of a deſign to at- 
front and abuſe him. For there was a great 
kindneſs and friendſhip betwixt Czmor's 
Family and the Lacedemontans ; wherefore 
that Lacedemonius might lie the more open 
to a charge or ſuſpicion at leaſt of favou- 
ring the Lacedemonians and playing booty 
with them, if he performed no conſiderable 
or handſome exploit in rhis conduct and 
ſervice, he allowed him ſuch a ſmall num- 
ber of Ships, and ſent him out againſt his 
will: and indeed he did wholly by all means 
he could make it his buſineſs to hinder &7- 
mon's Sons from riſing in the State, preten-

delighting in fights. 'So thar having to doe 
with Hannibal, a man of his own temper;

his former principles, ſtil] perſwaded, that 
by. following cloſe and not fighting him, 
 Hdamnibal and his Army would at laſt be ti-

Province : And when afterwards his Son 
had a Triumph beſtow'd upon him for

his coming home with a general joy. and 
acclamation of the People ; who to ſhew
